THE FIRST DAYS OF NEWFOUNDLAND #7 

lhad an excellent time during my brief stay at this year’s Cappahayden, Newfoundland DXpedition. 
1 got to DX with two of the most talented people in the hobby, Jean Burnell and Neil Kazaross. I heard 
53 countries in 3 nights of listening. Jean and Neil logged a good number of additional countries. The 
remainder of the DXpedition (to feature additional participants Werner Funkenhauser, Al Merriman, 
and John Fisher) should allow the countries-heard total to pass the 100 mark. 

Some interesting unID’s teased us. They'll probably be solved by the conclusion of the DXpedition. 
962 kHz offered a het that we guessed could be Parakou, Benin or Mogadishu, Somalia. A 1206 kHz 
Portuguese-speaking African was thought to be either Angola (ex-1200) or Mozambique. Other stuff: 
weak het on 1429, cluster of jammers in the 1542-1546 area (strongest is 1542.25). Angola (ex-1114.9) is 
now on 1116. Senegal is believed to be the present dominant on 1286. In years past, both Cameroon 
and Senegal were on this channel; current and recent logs of 1286 unID’s and tentatives have most 
likely been Senegal. Guinea is still there on 1385.93 and shouldn’t be hard to hear at US coastal sites. 
1 logged it at Stage Fort Park in Gloucester, MA a couple of years back, just after sunset. The pre- 
sunset and sunset period was prime time for Africans. The Brazil Beverage Pe 
provided good reception of these and offered some reduction of interfering Eu- 
ropean signals. BBC Lesotho was presumably the source of a monster pre-sun- ™"naore 
set blank carrier on 1197 (noted on the Brazil Bev); however, audio wasn’t noted 
... what’s up here? As it started to get darker, some of us concentrated on Euro- 
peans, especially UK locals. Others homed in on the proliferation of Brazilians - 
boiling in on the 1 km Beverage pointed that way.
